Znlisted With McOiU Hospital 
Under OoL Birkett. 

•EOT 31 MORTHf '. 8I1VI01. 

Received Commission in hdutaj, 
and ia Now Oonneeted With 
Rojal Ttfkg Oorps. 

Lieut. A. N. JenkB, Mei. '18, a for- 
mer Associate Editor of the McaiU 
Dally staff under ' the Editorship of 
Allen Oliver, was a' visitor at tlie Vn* 
Ion last nlgrht. Lieut, Jenks went over- 
seas with the McGIll Hospital under 
Col. Birkett. After spending a year 
with the McQIll Hospital In France, 
he Joined the» infantry, securing: a 
commission Mrlth the rank of Lieu- 
tenant. For a month he was wltn 
the 20th Reserve (formerly the 14gth 
Battalion, under Col. Magee), While 
with this branch of the service, 
Lieut. Jenka met many McOlU men, 
amontr whom were Jack Frothlngham, 
Sci, '16; John Kerry, Arts '11; Fin- 
ny Fletcher, Arts ^11, and "Punch" 
Parkins. LeaVln^ the Infantry last 
March, Lieut, Jenka Joined the K.F.C., 
and soon qualified for a commission 
as a Lieutenant In this branch of the 
service. ' 

He met "Dad" t,amb in London 
shortly after he had fallen from a bi- 
cycle and broken a finger. Ho was 
also with George Trapp, Sci! '17, R. N. 
A S., who was killed about ten 4a.^'J 
after Lieut. Jenks left him. He also 
ran across Keith Ewdrt, and. Francis 
Rounthwaltc, the latter of whom is in 
command of an Imperial battery, re- 
cently gone to Prance, . ' 

While in London, Lieut. Jenks also 
saw Dr. Adami, and Just before leav- 
ing France he visited Col. Birl^ett. 

Lieut. Jenks wagi^lxe. montjjir on 
active service with the RoyàV Flying 
Corps. His squadron took jpart In 
the battles from Messines to Paas- 
cliendaele^ In speaking of the grades 
of airplanes, the returned ' officer 
stated that machines, were of three 
sorts, namely: scouts, fighters, ana 
bombers. He was with the flghters, 
which are two-seated - machines, - each 
carrying a pilot and an observer. The 
air service was kept tremendously 
busy during last summer, and indica- 
tions are In favour of an even greater 
aerial activity next summer. This 
branch of the service is rapidly gain- 
ing In importance. Lieut. Jenks is at 
present home on furlough,' and ex- 
pects to be attached to the aerial ser- 
vice in Canada for some months. 

Speaking of McQill men "over 
there,'; he referred to Fllght-Lisut. 
Curtis Deroclile, Med. '18, who was 
shot down over the German Unas, In 
this case the Germans sent over an 
account of I4eut Berochte's death. 
Thig spirit of fraternallsm, according 
i to Lieut. Jenks, exists between the 
German and Allied airmen to a sur- 
prising degree. They drop messages 
tor each other, 

Lieut. Jenks experienced two air 
raids while In London, but though 
the damagre was considerable, and he 
was not far distant from the scene 
of destruction, he was not awaken- 
ed. ; 

Describing aerial manoeuvring, 
Lieut. Jenks said that the first In- 
dication of an approaching engage- 
ment was the appearance of : a few 
specks In the sky, scarcely discern- 
able to the untrained eye, biit 'easily 
distinguished .by the experienced as 
German planes. Presently these ma- 
chines dive from their terrific height 
upon those planes below them. This 
divins manoeuvre Is a favourite one 
with the Teuton airmen. The» move 
(or the Allied plane to make Is or 
course to get into a position favour- 
able to avoiding tho attack of the 
enemy. An aerial engagement, does 
not last long. It Is sharp and fast. 
One or other of the participant^ must 
soon either be put out or get out. Tliey 
come together quickly and then sèp-, 
arate,. Thé observer does most^ot the 
fighting, and photographing, , while 
the pilot manages the maclilne;-. Con- 
trary to the' popular Idea the scout- 
ing plane is essentially the fighting 
machine. Lieut. Jenks was In the 
same 'aerodrome , with Capt. ' Jack. 
Rutherfordi ' Science 'IT, ' and was .In 
the same squadron as was . Major 
Bishop, 'V.C., who, however, had left 
the front prior to Lieut. Jenks' arri- 
val there. He also saw Capt. "Jjm" 
.McCall, R.F.C., who, with Capt. Jack 
Rutherford, is on furlough. 

With reference to the Universities 
in England, Lieut.' , Jenks stated that 
they are academically cleaned oiit. At 
present they serve as training schools 
and so forth. Oxford ..is principally 
a Royal Flying Corps headquarters. 
The R.P.C. requires young men,- the 
younger the better, that Is, 'providing 
they are at least eighteen, years of 
age. Those between the • ages of 19 
and 24 prove most efficient. Aerial 
warfare Is a tremendous strain both 
upon men and machines, and of 
cçurise the wastage is rapid and in- 
cessant ■ * , ... '

A meeting of the Menorah So- 
dtAy was held yeeterday at 4. IB p-m., 
in Room 2 of the R.- V. C. Miss 
Saille Solomon gave a report of the 
Menorah Qainauennlal Convention, 
which was held In Columbia Univer- 
sity during 'the holidays. Fnrty- 
élgrht Universities and coUegeg In the 
United States and Canada were re- 
presented. The convention establish- 
ed a Board of Governors, to which 
prominent Jewish leaders were elect- 
ed. It also sent formal thanks to the 
British Government for its declara- 
tion in favour of the establishme&t of 
a Jewish state In Palestine. 

After Miss Solomon's report a pa- 
per was read by Miss Sarah Talpls, 
B.A., on "Canadian Jewish Problems." 
Miss Talpls pointed out that most 
Jowlsh problems' In Canada could be 
solved by the federation of the so- 
cieties and Institutions which already 
exist to meet the needs of the Jewish 
conimiinity. She showed the advan- 
tage of a Federation of Hebrew 
Schools for Jewish Education, and 
the need of a Union of SynttSoirues, 
social centres for Jewish young men 
and women, and a Welfare Society for 
Jewish soldiers. 



UNIVEBSITY AND NATION. 




^^Jocause of the war, the colleges have pretty well come into 
'Hte^ country. The value of a college education, but 

particularly the fact of the general high quality of college mon, has 
been recognized by the military authorities, and graduates and un- 
dergraduates have been accorded special privileges. Even so, how- 
ever, the colleges do not fill the. same place in the life of the nation 
that they fill in other countries. Take the case of England. The 
graduates of Oxford and Cambridge practically run the nation, and 
a man who has won distinction in either of these great Universities 
particularly in the field of debating, is almost' certain to be taken 
up by one of the political parties, a splendid opportunity being giv- 
en him of becoming a great leader. There is a link between the 
college and the government, and while this particular situation is 
perhaps peculiar to England, colleges and universities are held 
usually in greater esteem in the countries of, Europe than in this 
copitry. ^ ' 

What are the reasons for this condition? It may be that the 
college men are older in the European countries and get more from 
their university training. But a large part of the fault lies in the 
American colleges and universities themselves, and in the students 
-'perhaps the trouble is fundamèntal in the American people. 

The average undergraduate is not serious enough about his 
work. He does not get as much ifrom his course as he ought, and 
mùtp particularly he does not fecéive the general education and 
bro^ening of character that will force recognition of the colleges. 

:;He inakes headway in after life, frequently, more in spite of his 
college education than because of it. And why? One reason is that 
a large percentage of men come here to loaf. This makes the time 
spent ifi college useless for them, and detrimentally influences oth- 
ers. It means that no spirit or atmosphere of work can be created 

' in the college. Prmoeton is renowned for her campus life, but there 
are many that outrank us scholastically, and even if we were at the 
head, of the list, we would not necessarily be so good. 

What is the remedy? Some believe that technical and indus- 
trial education offers the greatest hope for the future; others think 

( that a return to the study of the Classics is the best remedy. These 
proposals, however, refer only to the matter of what is taught; and 
we believe the trouble- lies deeper. What is necessary is an awak- 

vening of the student consciousness to the value of thatîWhioh is to 

'be gained in college, and a universal determination on the part of 
the student body to take advantage of the opportunities offered, and 
to tolerate no one who refuses, so to takè^jiâyantûgô of the college 
life. The atmosphere in college and university , must change if the 
American côlléges and universities are to take a commanding place 
in the national life, because they will not be entitled, to such a place 
unless the results of the college education warrant it. 

The war means opportunity. A great deal of the prejudice 
against the college man has disappeared^ and the colleges now en- 
■ -1. ■ . •

He will be placed on what la known 
OS thé Inactive list, and will be al- 
lowed to complete his college . course. 

Applications for enlistment In the' 
Engineering Rwei^rei* Corps must be 
in tlie student's own h'aiiîwfltlng,' ac- 
companied by 'a certiftcaite from the 
Fa!cuUy that the studéht has hish 
rank In his classes. 



PRESIDENT OP WISCONSIN RE- 
PLIj^S TO CHARGES. 

President Charles R. Van Hise, of 
the University of Wisconsin, has made 
public a letter he sent to President 
Wilson, replying to the charge made 
by Assistant Secretary Carl S. Vroo- 
man, of the Department of Agrlcul 
ture that the University had not as- 
sumed patriotlo leadership in the 
war. President Van Hise character- 
ises Mr. Vrooman's statements as "ex- 
tremely objectionable," and claims 
that the University has been "so ser- 
iously misrepresented" that he felt the 
matter should be brought to the at* 
tentlon of President Wllsonv person- 
ally. In his letter President Van' Rise 
fays: 

' "When war was declared, April 6, 
1917, there was not an Instant's hesi- 
tation In the decision of the faculty 
that the Unlverstty should participate 
in assisting to carry the war to a 
SI ccessful conclusion. Indeed^ on 
(April 2, the faculty unanimously 
passed a resolution authorising the 
president of the University and the 
military administrative committef 
created at that time, Ho Inaugurate at 
once a course in Intensive military 
tnstniotion for the training of offi- 
cers. Another resolution* requested the 
regents to give leave of absence, with- 
out prejudice to rank or seniority, to 
members of the faculty entering the 
public service for national defense. 

"Tho total number of students wlio 
during the summer w«re at work in 
all ways In connection with the war 
was at least 2.450. 

'At the opening of the semester 35 
nrien who were members of the Uni- 
versity faculty last year had commis- 
sions in the army or navy, and 17 ad- 
ditional were attending officers' train- 
ing camps or have been drafted in 
thu national airny. - The number of 
the ' faculty other than those having 
commissions' who- before the opening 
of thÂ autumn semester, were giving 
all brr ai'iai^e-; parti: pf their time since 
the ouibreak of the war to war work 
was 94; and many more participated 
In various directions to a less ex- 
tent. 

"The present semester the war com- 
mittee of- the faculty, temporarily ap- 
pointed last year, was made perman- 
ent for the duration of the war. The 
faculty and students subscribed to the 
second Liberty Loan about $200,000. 
The Red Cross allotment to the .Uni- 
versity was fully met The allotment 
of 920,000 for the Y. M. C. A. cam- 
paign was oversubscribed. 

"The military department this year 
Ig continuing vigorously to train young 
men to enter the army or navy. Ad- 
ditional members of the faculty have 
been given leave of absence to take 
up war work; and many others are 
giving a part of their time to such 
work, 

"Since Mr. Vrooman's statement 
seems to be especially directed toward 
the officers of the University, I may 
say that I gave my entire summer, 
with the exception of three weeks, to 
the work of the Food Administration, 
and since the end of the vacation 
have continued to devote as much 
time as possible tp that service."

Just as she 
had given up wanting It— or thought 
she had — there came to her the op- 
portunity to do a useful work and to 
prove that she could be economically 
Independent. She has now a foothold 
In the world of business, her lack of 
college degree notwithstanding, and, 
while she is duly grateful, she yet asks 
herself occasionally why it should be 
that «o many obstacles are put in 
the way of grirls who have not been 
through college. 

"The other day," said this young 
woman, "ray young college sister came 
home from a visit to a college .friend 
of hers. It seems that this friend 
had cSianced to ask What I' was do- 
ing, ana my sister explained. 'What 
iH her college?' inquired my sister's 
friend, and, when she had heard' the 
ahocUlnp truth, she exclaimed, 'But 
you ought to have that position,— not 
she, for you're a college graduate.' " 
Now the young woman of the story 
does not intend to belittle the ordin- 
ary college education and what it does 
for the majority of girls who experi- 
ence it. In fact, this young woman 
foels much regret that she did not 
havo this experience herself. Yet, 
she Is sure that a capable person may 
.•itlU do much without having either 
a B. A., or an M. A. attached -.to her 
name. All she asks is that the non- 
college graduate shall be given a fair 
chance to prove what she can do.—

FRUIT PICKING. 
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In an eloquent diatribe . against the 
practical value of mathematics, some- 
one remarked to me the other day 
that it would in no way help one In a 
xetit crisis to reflect that the angles 
the base of an isosceles triangle 
equal. It may not. When one 
sways ..violently at the top of a long 
luddér,. which rests against one of the 
least slTong-looklng boughs of an ap- 
ple-tree, or when the support breaks, 
and the ladder falls rapidly forward, 
one may-^glven a sufficient ground-' 
Ing in thb despised subject— nrrange 
one's weight on the ladder In a way 
less nicely to lead to a catastrophe; or 
even, if one's worst fears seem about 
be" realized, calculate . the velocity 
with which one wiir approach the 
ground. . ■ ■ 

But It was with no intention of de- 
monstrating the value of mathematics 
that I went frult-plcklnjj In August. 
I was invited to Join a party of old 
Choltonlans on a fruit farm in Glou- 
cestershire, to save the early apples 
and plums from being wasted, and in 
that , fortnight we certainly rescued 
thousands of pounds of fruit, and so — 
we like to think— helped the nation's 
food supply. 

The habit of waking At 5.16 a.m. 
was not easy-' to acquire, but I-;don't 
think there was any morning on which 
one of the party did not succeed in 
waking In time to rouse everybody 
else at such an hour that enabled all 
to be at the bam by six o'clock ready 
to pack the fruit to go to market. We 
usually packed for two hours before 
brealcfast — ^ba«k-breaking work, until 
one had learnt the art of balancing 
the sieves while sitting on large ham- 
pers. 

From 9 till 1, 2.30 till 4.80, and B UU 
7, we worked in one of the orchwds, 
either picking or picking.. up! • - The 
fruit is picked into '. large r baskets,' 
Which can be suspended from /thè 
<^ung8 of the ladders by crooks at- 
tached to the handles; these' are 
emptied into 27 lb. sieves, which ' are 
stacked under the trees and 'fetehed 
away in a cart about twice during 
the day, to ,the bam, where they are 
piled in such a way that the fruit 
may be thoroughly dried by, the 
draught before it is packe^^|itotven 
a really well-lad^n - trei^'^oneWcSuldt 
spent quite two hours on the ladder

Lecture Lut Night Under Aus-

"FKENZIID FICTION." 

Prof. Leaoock Gave a Very Enter- 
tainiBf Talk on the Booki 
of To^y. 

Last evening a very large and en- 
thusiastic audience Mtened to one 
of Prof. Leacock's entertaining lec- 
tures. The address was on "Freniled 
Fiction — A Talk on the. Books of To- 
day," and was given under the aus- 
pices of the R. V. C> Alumnae So- 
ciety. 

The President, Mrs, Arthur W. Fry, 
opened the meeting by speaking of 
the purpose of this series of lectures, 
of w^lch prof. Leacock's is the first. 
These lectures, four in number, are 
to be given on every alternate Tues- 
day, and the ilroceeds will be used to 
buy books and magazines for the con- 
valescent homes for soldiers, in which 
the society is interested. 

Prof. Leacock introduced his ad- 
dress by what he calls "a talk." "I 
always like to talk b<»fore I lecture," 
he 'said, and then went on to tell ot 
the harrowed feelings which must al- 
ways possess a man who is facing an 
audience; he himself had once sought 
book-advice on the proper conduct for 
such a situation, but, being unable 
to bow according to' the first rule, 
had laid the volume aside as use- 
less. In spite of this defect. Prof 
Leacock has been called upon to de- 
liver a considerable number of lec- 
tures, and waa able to arouse almost 
Inextinguishable fervor among last 
night's audience, by relating humor 
ous experiences In connection with 
these; there was the time when he 
was called upon to lecture from the 
pulpit of a dignified church, and, in 
introducing him, the chairman (who 
was the minister) gave the audience 
permission to "laugh at the Profes- 
sor" all they liked.. The people took 
.advantage of this permission. At an- 
other time, the introduction preced- 
ing, his ^lecture was made by an Am- 
erican business man (marked Ameri- 
can accent heard ln:flUOtihg this)," and 
consisted in a statwient that "our 
new winter series of lectures Is now 
beginning. Owing to the serious de- 
ficit which had to be met by this as- 
sociation at the end qf last year, It 
^ necessary that cheaper talent be 
employed this year.".. JCJie chairman 
then "took great pleasure" in, hitro- 
ducing Prof. Leacock. 

Prof. lieacock then began the lec- 
ture proper, stating that he lectured 
on literary subjects as a mere out- 
sider and dilettante, but he undertook 
to discuss the heroes and heroines ot 
modern fiction; : with which most :of 
us are familiar. 

We all remember the heroes of 
whom we read In our childhood— Ned 
they were usually cajled. Every 
moment of Ned's life was overflow- 
ing with wild adventures among can- 
nibals, shipwrecks, battles, — indeed, 
he seemed to have taken part in all 
the great battles of history. We pick 
up any of these books,, open It at ran- 
dom, and Ned has perhaps Just es- 
caped from "the savage onslaught of 
huge, bloodthirsty cannibals," to ar- 
rive in time 'for the battle of Gettys- 
burg, and be informed by Gen. Lee 
that, "you, Ned, my dear boy, have 
won the day." Similar Is his ex- 
perience in crossing' the Delaware 
with Washington, when he gazes from 
the shivering deck of the boat at the 
Ice beneath, while the General holds 
his hand and thanks him for the vic- 
tory. In the next sc^ne he has won 
the baUie of Runnemede, and, as tne 
villainous King John slU before him, 
seeking to avoid the signing of vhu 
-Magna Charta, Ned lays his mailed 
fist upon the book and makes great 
threats, thus assuring liberty to fu- 
ture generations of English people. 

Enough of wild advonlurc, — wo 
long for something tender, and the 
Victorian heroine comes forward, a 
"sylph" and an "ethereal being of the 
air, large, wondering ' eyes of child- 
like Innocence (soft in the head?)—

-She was 
some heroine ., (see .- Anthony Hope), 
could paddle- a canoe, save a ship- 
wrecked crew; the hero— strong, 
with muscles like "tempered steel," 
who had spent five years on Pam- 
pas of Patagonia, An amusing ex 
tract was then read: the heroine, 
"Miss Mlddleton," and hero, "Mr 
Smith," are seen alone In • the Rock 
les, escaping from the Apaches - 
their favourite pastime. The hero 
ine, the "noble girl." Is sliding down 
from the summit of a crag by à rope. 
From 300 feet above comes ringing 
down to her the voice , of the hero— 
"Don't let go the rope. Miss Middle- 
ton." "Oh, nb, indeed, Mr. Smith." 
The "noble girl'* didn't, and thus be- 
comes a participant in the inevit- 
able romance at the end. 

But this hero and heroine passed 
out of existence — they were too good. 
Fiction Is really the work of the 
Devil. It Is .always wanting to de- 
pict wicked things. Old things are 
never wicked enough, new ones must 
succeed them. 

The up-to-date modern school deals 
with the cabaret people, especially 
the wicked Harvard graduate. This 
is the way In' which modern stories 
are written. Anyone can write thorn 
who follows the rule.

This is an example of "toihmyrotio" 
silly, neurotic fiction.
